CRYSTAL RADIO SETS 


DETECT AT 1000 MILES 


Chicago, March 21.—Many records of 


long distance reception of music from 
radiophone broadcasting stations by 
receiving sets using a crystal detector, 
have been made during the past win- 
ter, according to 
reports compiled 


here today by an interested radio ama- 
teur. While radio experts say such re- 
ception is not considered very difficult," 
it is accomplished only at night and 
with the weather conditions ideal. 


The "crystal" receiving set, it was 


explained, requires no batteries for its 
operation and very few instruments. 
The crystal detector itself is a simple 
device, using a small piece ot galena 
crystal—lead ore—to change the radio 
signal -picked up by the aerial or an- 
tenna into recognizable sounds. 
The 


crystal is fastened in a holder, and so 
arranged as to be in contact with a 
fine copper wire which is adjustable 
over any part of its surface. 


Some amateurs have reported re- 


ceiving broadcasting stations as far 
away as 1,000 miles, while others say 
that they have heard stations 300 miles 
or less from their listening posts. 


Such long distance reception, radio 


experts have explained, is done by the 
crystal set, alone, and without any out 
side assistance from a neighboring set 
that uses an audion tube as a -detector. 


"Due to the reports of long distance 


receiving with the crystal," one radio 
amateur said, "many anxious listeners 
have sought to learn how it is accom- 
-plished". "While I cannot point to any 
one type of set that will do the .work, 
I can say that only close adjustments 
of the variable instruments with per- 
fect weather conditions and the proper 
aerial, will bring in the far-away sta- 
tion. However, several receiver plans 
—hookups, in the language of the 'radio 
fan—ha>e been offered as solving the 
problem, but even some amateurs in 
this city have been able to receive 
Schenectady, N. Y., without any espe- 
cial apparati." 


St.- Johns, N. F., March 20— Th«

HELIUM 6AS MAY 


NOW BE LIPFIEB 


(By Associated Press) 


Toronto, Ontario, March 
20—Prof. 


John C. McClellan of the University 
of Tortnto has discovered -a process 
for-liquifying helium gas.

It is said, will .open up big 
possibilities for the gas in the indus-

Helium is a 
non-combustible ;gas 


which is nearly as light as .hydrogen 
.gas and can be used as a. sub'stitjUte 
for it. 
Its principal use up to tifr 


present time has been as a filling for 
dirigible balloons and 
other lighter 


than air craft because of its nun-ln- 
fl^mmability. Many air' disasters due 
to the ignition of gas bags could have 
been avoided, it is said, if helium gas 
had been used. 
. In its new liquified state helium will 
be particularly valuable in refrigera- 
tion, 
since its temperature reaches 


within 
one degree of abs&lute zero. 


This property of extreme temperature 
will also make the liquified gas espe- 
cially useful in scientific research, ac- 
cordiing to Prefeasor McClellan.' 


The value of helium as a commer- 


cial product is enhanced, by its >com- 
parative scarcity. The United' States 
-and[Canada are the only countries 
in which it is found. During the war 
the ^United States took steps to ex- 
Iract and conserve its helium gas, and 
.since the war it has prohibited its- ex- 
.port from 
the 
country. 
Canada's 


source of helium is located at; Bow 
Island near Calgaray, Alta. This field 
is said to be the largest in existence.
